Mr. Tillotson proposes that the 
state build all

highways from an independent and 
adequate fund derived from sources 
calculated to distribute the burden 
tairly. He would make the gaso- 
line tax four Instead of two cents 
and would change the distribution 
of registration 
fees to allow the 


county to retain everything up to 
$50,000 and 70 percent of the re- 
mainder, no county, however, to 
receive more than $300,000 a year. 
This would apply to all vehicles ex- 
cept common carriers and Mr. Til- 
lotson would

all freight 


trucks common carriers, and pro- 
vide a gross reeclpts tax on such 
vehicles. 
FIRE LOSSES FOR 
PAST YEAR REACH 
INCREASED AMOUNT 


Total fire losses in Corsicana for 
the calendar year 1928 amounted to 
$29,366-90, according to the figures 
of R. A. Caldwell, president of the 
Corsicana Insurance Exchange, and 
Fire Chief Elmer Keith, recently 
compiled. 
Although 
the total is in the 
neighborhood of $3500 in excess of 
the 1925 record, Mr. Caldwell said 
Friday that he thought Corsicana 
might reasonably expect to retain 
their 3 per cent credit, but that it 
was not likely that they would re- 
ceive any addition. The credit rate 
will be based on the years 1926-28 
Inclusive. 
Corsicana has an excellent chance 
of materially improving their cred- 
it during the coming 
year, Mr. 
Caldwell asserted, for the last year 
of the present tri-ennium, 1927, had 
a fire loss total of more than $94,- 
000. With a record during 1929 
equal to the year Just past, anoth- 
er credit should be received. Fire 
losses in 1927 amounted to $142,000. 
The active fire prevention cam- 
paign, launched jointly by the In- 
surance exchange and the chamber 
of commerce will be continued in 
1929, Mr. Caldwell said Friday, and 
an effort will be made to cut the 
total eve lower, although the 1928 
record is one which would be a 
credit to any city- 
In behalf of the fire prevention 
committee, Mr. Caldwell extended 
congratulations to the citizens on 
their co-operative efforts, and ask- 
ed even greater support to 
the- 
movement this year in an effort to 
cut fire -losses to an absolute mini-

HEALTH BY OBSERVING 


SOME SIMPLE RULES 


Bv DR. WILLIAM DEKLEINE 
.(Medical Director of the American 
Red Cross.) 
The influenza epidemic which re- 


cently started on the Pacific Coast 
is gradually becoming nation-wide, 
according to reports of the United 
States Public Health Service. 
A 
large number of cases have already 
bee^n reported from several states 
and in all probability th epidemic 
•will reach all of the states. 
The 
disease is apparently of a very mild 
character. But as is usually the 
case in mild influenza epidmica. a 
small percentage of cases develop 


, pnumonia. some of which 
termi- 
nate fatally. There la also a possi- 
bility that the disease may become 
more virulent as It progresses and 
result in a larger number of serious 
and fatal cases. 


Although influenza has been 
a 


subject of careful research in re- 
cent years, the cause is not defi- 
nitely known and 
no successful 
measure of control has been found. 
Vaccination, medicines, quarantine 
and other similar measures have 
little, if any practical value. 
Unti! 


the true nature of the disease 
Is 
more definitely 
understood, littlo 
progress in Us control can be 
ex- 
pected. 


Influenza Is spread from person 
to person through the secretions of 
the nose and mouth. 
Sneezing, 
coughing, promiscuous spitting and 
other practices that broadcast the 
secretions are a menace to health. 
It may also he transmitted through 
cups, glasses, forks, 
spoons and 
other utensils not properly cleansed 
and sterilized—this applies more 
•particularly to public eating^laces. 


The public can very definitely 
safeguard their own health and 
protect others by observing the sim- 
ple laws of health and hygiene. In- 
fluenza is one of those epidemic 
diseases in which universal interest 
and co-operation Is the most effec- 
tive means of control. There are 
certain health habits that should 
be cultivated and practiced contin- 
uously, but more particularly dur- 
ingg an influenza enidemic. 
(1) 
Selection of'the right kind 
and variety of foods to insure 
a 
diet containing all the necessary 
yitamines, as well as the chemical 
and mineral elements. Foods have 
a. very definite and positive rela- 
tion to health and resistance to dis- 
ease. The public, should learn how 
to select the right foods. 


(2) Long hours of restful sleep, 
preferably in a cool or cold room 
with plenty of outdoor air. 
Suffi- 
cient sleep is one of the best pve- 
ventitives and most effective »»- 
storers Jio»Sfl to medical science. 


(3) . W» temperature 
in the 


home, MHoBlroom, workshop and 
office shtnild be kept cool. It should 
be maintained prefarBbly at 
68 


degrees F. 
Scientific experiments 
have indicated this as the safest 
temperature to live in. Why not ob- 
serve it? 


(4) 
Dress should be moderately 


•warm, determined by the tempera.- 
ture to which the worker is ex- 
posed. Light dross is better for in- 
door employment where the rooms 
am heated, than heavy dress. 


(5) 
A thorough washing of the 
hands before eating, using plenty 
of soap and water. 
One health

Charging the grand jury to dili- 


gently inquire into the violations 
of the prohibition laws, "Bawdy" 
houses, and f>ther violations, Haw- 
kins Scarborough, district judge, 
Impanelled the January term grand 
jury Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
and appointed Guy M. Gibson of

Scarborough declared that he sin- 
cerely wished to see the laws en- 
forced in Navarro county and said 
that the enforcement of the liquor 
laws in Navarro county was as good 
as in Hill and Ellis counties to the 
north and west and that the liquor 
law enforcement was better than 
In the adjoining 
counties to thu 


south and east. 


Judge Scarborough declared that 


'j. there were two classes of liquor 
' 
law violations, those pertaining to 
whiskey which was considered in- 
toxicating and beer which must be 
analyzed before conviction can be 
made. The analysis of beer must 
show more than one percent alco 
hoi by volume before it is intoxicate 
Ing. 


Continuing the court 
declared 
that if whiskey from other coun- 
ties was stopped, Navarro county 
would be in good shape as he did 
not believe that whiskey is being 
manufactured in the county to any 
appreciable extent. "There is plenty 
of whiskey being sold in the coun- 
ty but It is coming from the coun- 
ties south 
and cast," the judge 


stated.
